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BROKE GOT OF JAIL, 


Pour Prisoners Make Good 


Their Escape at an 


Early Hour. 


Capture of One of the 


Professionals— Cornered in a Cel- 
lar-way by L, N. Cone— Assault 
in the JaH.

This morning at 7:3 J o'clock four pris- 


oners escaped from tbe county j»il. Tom 
Francis, one of the professional eafe- 
blowere and burglars «bo vrent through 
the residences of H, W. Bartholomew 
and Dire. J. G Fish and Otteubeimer & 
Oo.'e store, John Reed and Frank Smith, 
who were oanght with stolen goods in 
tteir possession at the depot station, 
and Hurry Bell, who stole a suit of 
clothes trom a farm hand at tbe Allen 
farm iu Harmtowc township, were the 
parties who escaped, 


There were 18 prisoners in the jui), 


nine un the w**t side. In the waet side 
group were Tom Pniicis, Esed, Smith 
acd Bell. In tbn firoiip on the enst side 
were Charles Miller, the pal of 
aiid eitfbt other prisoners. During last 
night or possibly at about three o'clock 
this morning Francis engineered the job 
ot sawing tb» bars of one of the nppnr 
windows. Bis iron bars were sawed part 
way through and broken off, making an 
ensuing 10rl2 inches, bi« enough to 
nilow a m;m of ordinary aiz.6 to crowd 
tliroiiKli.

viilnndle lime. When 1'erl ftot into tba 
alley Fruncts hnd difappcared. Then it 
ncmirred to .(ohuoy that there was u big 
hole in the jml, nnd os there WHB no one 
nt tuo prison esceat bis mother to pre- 
vent further escdpeE:, he hnrtied buck to 
tho juil and with a double barrel shot gun 
stood gnard until Sheriff PerJ catneto 
the prison. Members ot the police force 
also orrived, together wttli a (Treat crowd 
of people who filled the street in the vi- 
oinity ot the jail. The sheriff got in his 
rig and drove off to asniet in the cbase, 
and did cot return until after Francis 
bail been caught sad pat in a cell. 
Meantime all of the prisoners ware put 
on tlie tinst flkle of the prison anci a close 
watch kept on their movements through 
the peep hole in the sheriffs private 
olrloe, Johnny Perl and Joe Mnrphey 
stood guatd with Unas nod revolrere. 


When Tom FrnnoiB got into the nlley 


lie jumped the tance ami ran into E. E. 
toiler's dwelling honae on South Mam 
slreot, going into the open front door 
and up tbe stairway, secreting himself in 
a small closet. Mrs. Potter, who keeps 
roomers, was down stairs. Among the 
hoarders is Mrs. Goodwin, 
who 
on 


going to her room discovered a man 
in tbe closet. She cnrne down and in- 
formed Mrs. Potter, who bad m tbe 
meantime been informed ot the escape 
from tbe jait. She at once divined that 
the man in tbe closet was one ot tbe men 
wanted, and she closed the front door, 
calling to the men in the street to come 
and get him. The man WHS Francis. Be 
heard Mrs. Potter call for help, and 
stood at the closet doot appealing to ber 
to let aim go. "No you don't," called 
hack the courageous woman to the trem- 
bling bnrglnr, and she held tbe door 
tight. Fruncis caine down the etairwaf 
into tbe hull and escaped by going out 
the back way. Mrs. Potter cliaseJ him 
through the lot into tbe alley, find a 
party of men nia down Main street to 
Washington to head off Frnucis at tbe 
dlley. L. N. Cope, H. W. Bartholomew 
and Elijah Hampton were m Ibe pnrsniog 
parly 
Francis made n dasr into Albert 


F. Ross' lot. He went np the bm-h walk 
under tbe yrap* arbor at a rapid puce, 
coming face to face witb Mrs. RTFS, who 
ifiis on the back porch. Francis eHll=>iJ: 
"Don't let them get me, Isdy; I'll not 
hnrt yon," and Mrs. KOEB, wbo was 
greatly nl armed, went into tna iitcben, 
locked the door and culled loudly for 
help. In

He was found, crouching in the cellar 
passageway under the new kitchen, and 
L. N. Cop* was the flret 10 reach him. 
Frnncis offered no resistance bat he 
loukfiJ threateningly at tbe spade which 
stowi close at hand. He made nr, nt- 
tpiiipt to reach for it, and Cope got Frnn- 
rh by tbe sroi jnst as Elijfib Hampton 
dud H. W. Bsrtholomaw c«n« np. On 
the way tliroagu the alley to Wood street 
Francis used Tile tnng'.iiffe toward Hamp- 
ton. wbo caugbt the yoonjj mmi at; the 
neck :ind choked blm se-verely.

It with eitreme difficulty tbat the oap- 


tora ooold get Francis to taejailso dense 
wae the Jcatling crowd, In the jail 


went bebiod tbe bars with 


Deputy Murphey and others to see that 
Francis was put in a cell. Frsncie (rot a 
word with his pal, Miller, as he was be- 
ing bustled along. Miller is a muscolar 
fellow, and lienring that Hampton had 
choked Francis, he assaulted Hampton 
bitorn be could gat out into the corridor, 
Hampton

oat Uil'er made another attempt to get 
athiir. Hnmpton was game, however, 
and wanted to fight it out behind tbe 
bare, but Murphey knew tbat it would 
never do to let tbe prisoners get at 
Hanaptct, and he was hustled ontof dan- 
ger,

HOW IT WAS DONE, 


When Marshal Mnaoo and John Broek- 


wny put Miller and Francis in jail it was 
known tuat they were deep a rate charac- 
ters anil would tnnke every possible ef- 
fort to escape. The prt^otiars told tbe 
sheriff that they would not be here for 
tlie trial. Some Jays Kgo cite prisoners 
were caught sawing the bars witb eawa 
made out ot the steel siBrksof ehoen, 
and tbe saws were removed. Still a close 
iroU'h was kept on Milter and. Francie, 
who, 
although they were fcepBtated, 


were bnsy scheming to 
break out, 


Sueriff 
Purl 
and hia son heard a 


pecnlmr noiae> last night, and they went 
inside to make an inspection. 
Tbey 


found a saw made oat of ,1 oaee knife and 
it waa removed. Tbey tried the bare and 
satisfied themselves that none of the 
window or other bare bad been tampered 
with, TLe sheriff states that he remained 
up nearly all night listening and wntoh- 
lug, but did not hear or see anything to 
ctuise suspicion. Tho work wne probably 
done Pitter 5 o'clock this morning with a 
case knife saw, bnt how the teeth were 
made is u mutter known to Francis sind 
his associates. Tbut they were enabled 
to giiin possession ot a j 11 knife without 
dwtentitti J!.sing(iltir;but they ate emootti 
—apparently too smooth for jml at- 
taches. 


IU«ny pointed criticisms were beard on 


tho streew before nnd after the capture 
of Francis; but it ie fcasy to flnd fault. 
Sheriff Peri's only excuse was that he 
was not illowed enough help to guard 
the prisoners. In an emergency any 
judge would order sufficient help and tbe 
bills would biivo to be paid. 


In future estra precautions will be 


taken to prevent another juil delivery. 
It would be wise for ttie sheriff or his 
wsistants to ftecp hiH eyes on Miller nud 
Frnncis constantly until both ere pnt 
behind tho bars at Joiiet.

FOUND THE BODY, 


Partial Solution ot the Mc- 


Kay Place Mystery. 


A Case of Heart Disease or Suicide 


and tue Head Eaten Off the 


Body by Huntrry, 


Hoge.

Sunday afternoon Coroner Bemlnrs got 


word that there wee a dark mystery re- 
quiring official investigation at a point 
near the bora* ct Bob McKay, OB the hill 
south of the St. Louis bridge which 
spans the Saogamoc. 


The story in brief was thai the bead ot 


an old man had been dragged to the 
bouse by a dog, and that there was evi- 
dence of ft murder. 


Coroner Bend ore went to tbe McKay 


place at oooe and did not return until 
late in the evening. He came back no 
wiser than when. he went away, except 
that he 38 convinced that some old man 
baa either been murdered or has met 
with a ehoohiDR accident, 


It ia learned that tbe dog found the 


man's bead on Friday 
morning and 


brought it to tbe bouse in the absence 
of Mcilay. One ot the men at tbe place 
took tbe human bead and put on tbe 
[enoe where it was left a tit 11 (lie coronet 
reached the place, 
McKay got home 


Sunday morning, and learning of the in- 
cident, teamed lately sent for the coroner 


Sunday afternoon and to-tiny a sys- 


tematic; search was made tor the body 
belonging to the bead, Twenty-five or 
thirty men engaged in tbe search, and 
searched the place for a distance ot three 
mi lea around, bat at no place could the 
body befonnd, Tue ruiiroad track was 
closely inspected, and every secret place 
where a body might be hidden was 
searched without success. The mystery 
tuts tome noon was as impenetrable as it 
was last night. 


It ia the opinion ot the coroner that 


them no expired about ten days Bfto. 
The bead is covered with gray bair five 
inches long, bat the features cannot be 
recognized. The eeok appears to have 
be*irj torn from the body, ami the fleeh at 
tbe bttek is not decomposed. 


Further search will be made for tlio 


body, 


In tbe REP out ic AN last evening was 


given what was then known in reference 
to tbe aiscovery ot tbe head of an old 
man, found by a dog on the Bob McKay 
place, south ot tlieSt. Louis bridge. Cor- 
oner Bendnre and others kept up the 
search yeaterday and last evening tor tbe 
body, without isncceee. 


Mr. McKay has m bis possession H 


blooded hound, the property of W. H, 
Linn. Tbis morning this dog was turned 
out hungry to uaeiet m the eearot, nnd 
being closely followed by Mr. McKay nnd 
George Chcnoweth tbe dog sped rapidly 
sonth of the farmhouse halt n mile to a 
hog lot, where tbe headless body of a man 
wne toned lying in the tot. It had been 
shockingly mutilated by the hogs which 
w«d in tbe lot. Coroner Bendnre was 
noli Bed, and he Drought the bead nnd 
body to the Greenwood cemetery cilice, 
where tbe inquest WHS held this attor- 
noon. 


It appeared that tbe old man, whose 


identity cannot be fixed at this time, bad 
gone to tbe lot and had taken off his 
coat and etoes. 
These articles were 


lying obse to the body. Tbe clothing ie 
of a dark sray color, or rather gray 
mixed. Thrtre was no scrap of writing 
on th« body, and ao paper except a 
printed bill advertising the Knights of 
Pythias conclave held recently at Kansas 
City. IL the pockets of tbe deceased 
was totmd 925.35 in cash, a pair ot spec- 
tacles? a pocketknife and silver tweezers. 


The theory is tbat tbe old man had 


committed smaida or had gone to sleep 
and died of heart failure, the hogs com- 
ing along to feast on tbe body, 


It is expected that sooner or later tbe 


idsntity of tbe man will be revealed. 


The inquest failed to bring out any 


information as to the identity ot the de- 
ceased, Tbe verdict was; "Oame to his 
death from causes unknown."

It reqoireB 8400,000,000 a year to pay 


the expenses of the government, Of;thia 
atnount'we collect annually about 8219,- 
000,000 from duties on goods imported to 
this ooontrytrom abroad. The modem 
Democratic free tnsder claims that this 
entire amount of duty is added Io the 
price of theae imports when the Ameri- 
can eonenmer buys them.

FROST KILLS THBOZBM8.

"A. B, Johnson, a farmer residing in 
JeWitt county, out-half mile southwest 
jf Lane Station, and a brother-in-law of 
Isaac A, Herkwderof thie city,commit- 
ed suicide yesterday morning by nami- 
ng. He leavee a divorced wife end two 
children, a son, Peter, and a daughter. 
He wae 41 years ol age. The detail* of 
the deed are aa follows: Mr. Johneon, or 
•Al" ae be was more familiarly known, 
was a bard drinker until a year or so SCO, 
when be graduated trom the Keeley in- 
stitute at Dwignt Whan be got on 
heee drunken sprees he was very qnar- 
releome and beat and whipped hie wife 
n a most shameful aud ootrardly man- 
ner. It wae during one of theeeepreea 
that be whipped bis wife and drove ner 
Bwsy. The wife took the little daughter 
witb her, while tbe boy remained witb 
tbe father. By the death ot Johnson's 
father, A. B, Johnson received a neat 
sum ot money, but be had epent all this 
and a large amount which belonged to 
bia vife. 
She managed, however, to 


save 60 acres of land, by deeding it to 
the children. 
Tbis angered Johnson 


and his abuse of Ms wife and ohil 
dren was awtul. 
He entreated her 


repeatedly to deed the land to bun 
claiming that be waa onabie to support 
hia family without this additional prop- 
erty. 
Through the influence of two die- 


interested parties a settlement 
ww 


effeotped several weeks airo by Mrs. John 
son deeding Johnson the land, and 
making a divide ot the personal effects 
The settlement was made eatisfaotory to 
Mr. John-son, 
Another part of the con- 


tract was that Mre. Jobneou ebould ee- 
mire a divoros, thie being granted on 
TttMidsy last at Clinton. On the day of 
the trial Mr. Johnecn told Lie children 
that he intended to till theit mother and 
theooon'miteuicid'?. 
Bnttbe children 


(or f^-ar of their Jives did not repeat wbat 


ir father bad arid at the time. John 


___ bad undoubtedly made up bis mirjd 
at that time to commit tbe deed wbioh 
he eo snooesefnlly carried oat yesterday 
morning. 
While talking to bis wife he 


was cheerful and appeared to be pleased 
with tne granting ot tbe divorce. 
He 


invited hie wife and children to oome oat 
to the bouse and epend the evening and 
it is thought be had no other purpose in 
view than tbat ot willful murder. But I 
A. Harkrader, who attended the trial and 
vrospresentat allctthe meetings of the 
two parties, accompanied her and spoiled 
tin plans ot tbe demon. This was on 
Tuesday nigLt, On Wedoeedoy every- 
thing went on abont tbe some and at 
supper time Johneon ate an unueaa 
h»arty meal, and after finishing went, out 
into the yard to talk with bis neighbor 
Farmer Harp. Be told Harp that if be 
did not notice anyooe stirring around the 
house neit morning lo ootne over and i 
be foa.od him dead not to be surprised 
but to take charge ot the bod? aod LO 
let it lay too long. Earp did cot ee 
riously consider the remarks ot Johnson 
but returned home and thongCt no more 
about it. Johneon shortly afterwards re 
turned to the bouse nnd told the boy to 
go to bed, that he himself would sleep on 
tU lounge. This tbe boy di<l ond was 
soon s«leep. 
He beard netting mor 


until in tbe morning when a farm*r, »h 
had en appointment to meet Johnson 
thdt morning OB eome farming business 
woke biw up by loud raps on tbe door 
Tbe tad went to the dining room before 
asking the farmer to oome in, in search 
ot bis father, Tbe fattier could not b 
found but tbere were evidences ot aom 
one being up during tbe nigbt and taking 
a lunch. He could not find him but oil 
note on the table was writterj a message 
telling tbe boy to telegraph bis UDC! 
John Johnson, ot Edinburg, Io<t, ttm be 
bad committed suicide and signed by A 
B. Johnson. The boy aud strangsr then 
started out to hunt tor the place where 
Jofaoson had suicided. 
They found hi 


hanging with a rope hatter around hie 
neck and the other end attached to 
ratter under a abed whiob connected tb 
two portions of tbe home. It was a sort 
ot covered gangway. Tbe eon out th 
body ot his father down and took it ink 
tbe bouse while the stranger carried th 
news to Lane Station, Tbe body wae 
cold and stiff and had undoubtedly ban 
there for several boors, 
Coroner Jones 


ot Clinton, held an inquest over the re- 
mains daring the afternoon and a ver 
diet ot suicide waa rendered. A Biror 
LICAN reporter visited tbe residence o 
Mr, Harkrader this morning and the 
gentle man stated tbat Mrs. Johnson msj 
consider hersell tuoky to be slive to-day 
for her kusbacd was most brutal ood bat 
openly avowed repeateJly to kill her 
Only last Friday Johnson whipped am 
ponndsd bis son until the neighbors in 
terfered. The affair censed the Creates: 
eicitstceot throughout the country 
Jobneon was well known in Decatur 
The remains will probably be taken to 
Edinbnrg, lad., for burial.
